THE AUBERT PLACE CONGREGATIONAL 
CHURCH BURNED TO THE GROUND. 


— 


Flames Leaped Across an Alley and Set 
Fire to the Christian Orphans’ Home— 
The Building Was Saved by the 
Splendid Work of the Firemen—A 
Cool-Headed Matron Prevented a 
Panic.

Shortly after midnight a private watch- 
man discovered flames leaping out of the 
Aubert Place Congregational Church at Au- 
bert and Fountain avenues. He hastily 
turned in an alarm and, although the Fire 
Department responded promptly, the fire 
had gained such headway as to render it 
impossible to save the building, which, to- 
gether with its entire contents, was totally 
destroyed. The loss is estimated at about 
$3,000, with an insurance of $2,000. 

The church was a frame structure and 
had recently been removed from the lot ad- 
joining it on the north, on which site the 
foundation for a new church has already 
been laid. The burned building rested on 
piles about 8 feet from the ground and was 
separated from the Christian Orphans’ 
Home on the south only by an alley about 
15 feet wide. 

During the conflagration great excitement 

revailed among the inmates of the latter 

stitution and it was only due to the most 
rsistent efforts on the part of — flremen 
that this building was not destroyed.

Only two engines responded to the alarm, 
and awing to the lack of water only one of 
these could be used. When they arrived the 
church was in flames and the strong wind 
that was blowing. from the northwest 
fanned the flames directly against the Or- 
phans’ Home. Seeing at a glance. that it 
was impossible to save the church, the fire- 
men . — their efforts principally to sav- 
ing the home. Several times the cornice of 
the latter building caught fire, but was at 
once extinguished. 


SAVED THE ASYLUM. 
The flaming brands and embers which 
filled the air and settled all over the roof 


were also a constant menace to the edifice. 
By keeping a sharp lookout and drenching 
the building with water the firemen were 
able to save the building without any seri- 
ous damage having been e. This dam- 
age, it is thought, will not exceed $200. 
the fire is attributed to an 
overheated furnace. The tor of the

ENLARGING THE P "PARK LAKE. 


No better plan can be found for the 
enlargement of the Post-Dispatch lake 
in Forest Park than that suggested in 
yesterday’s Post-Dispatch and discussed 
by the managers of the street railways 
running to the park. 

The demonstration of the valite of the 


park lake to the people since the com- 


pletion of it by the Post-Dispatch has 
proved the need of a greater lake. Great 
as the addition to thé lake surface is, it 
has proved inadequate for the demand 
during either the skating or the rowing 
season. There is no doubt of the feasi- 
bility, of enlarging it for a cost small in 
comparison with the result to be 
achieved. The chain of ponds now exist- 
ing lie in a bed easily adapted to lake 
purposes, and the only work necessary to 
be done is to connect and enlarge them. 
The experience of the Lindell Railway 
has shown the enormous pecuniary 
profits in a lake attraction to street rail- 
ways with convenient terminals. The 
investment of a large sum of money by 
each of the other railways in the park 
in order to bring the lake within easy 
distance would be most profitable. 


It would be a matter of wise business 


policy for the Suburban and the Mis- 
souri lines to join in creating a new lake 
fund. To their contributions may be 
added the remnant of last year’s lake 
fund, and whatever sums the boating 
interests and public-spirited citizens may 
choose to give and a sufficient fund 
raised. Thus employment may again be 
provided for the unemployed to tide over 
another winter, and à great and valuable 
addition made to the park attractions. 


FOREIGN CRITICISON. 


Many of the comments that John Burns 
made on our conditions and ways during 
his recent visit were just. Their truth 
is responsible for much of the abuse 
hekped upon him because the truth hurts, 
He was right in saying that the mass of 
Americans are too much engrossed in 
their oWn selfish ends to pay attention 
to the general welfare and are singularly 
careless of rights. He was right in ac- 
cusing us of erfminal indifference to 
public abuses, injustices and corporate 
aggressions. 

But in the wider field of political mat- 
ters Mr. Burns shows incapacity to give 
sound judgment. His knowledge is 
superficial and his Hew contracted. His 
adsociation here has been chiefly with 
agitators or with men engaged in accom- 
plishing special reforms. He has im- 
bibed, therefore, an exaggerated notion 
of the evils which affitct us without se- 
curing a true idea of the temper and 
thought of the great dominating con- 
pervative elements of the people, the 
epirit of our institutions or the Correc- 
tive possibilities that inhere in them. 
His comparison of our progress with that

ATLANTIC CURRENTS. 


Investigatians to Learn the Sources of 
the Ocean Streams. 
From the Portland Oregonian. 

The twelfth annual report of the Fishery 
Board of Scotland, containing the results 
of the scientific investigations of that body, 
has just been published.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Jan. §8.—Lieut.- 
Gov. O’Meara has a registration bill that 
contains some original features.

personal appearance, production of the 
voter’s certificate of registration before 
the judges of election, and makes it a fel- 
ony for any judge of election to allow any 


one to vote who does not possess the quali- 
fications prescribed. It requires the Re- 
corder of Voters to geturn to the Jury Com- 
missioner the names of all registered per- 
sons who have failed to vote, and requires 
the Jury Commissioner to call such per- 
sons for jury service before any others. 
The ballot is to have all the candidates 
for each office, to be grouped under one 
caption, and enabling the voter to make 
@ cross opposite the name of each person 
for whom he will vote, all names not 80 
designated not being counted. 

In the Senate to-day Mr. Lancaster in- 
troduced a bill providing for the election 
of the President of the School Board by 
the ple, without abolishing the districts, 
placing him on a salary of $5,000, and re- 
quiring him to devote his entire time to 
the ‘duties. Mr. Lancaster opposes Mr. 

lan of electing at large because 
give one political party control 
of the entire board. 

To-morrow Mr. Lancaster will introduce 
a bill giving pensioned firemen and active 
firemen each one additional representation 
on the Firemen’s Fund Trustees, or a total 
of seven members, and permitting the loan 
of the funds on real estate security instead 
of in bonds exclusively, as at present. 

Both House and Senate adjourned until 
10 a. m. Wednesday. 

James P. Lynch of St. Louis was sworn 
in ‘immediately after the opening of the 
House to-day. 

Dr. Tubbs offered a resolution calling on 
Gov. Stone for a reason why the farm 
property valuations of the State had been 
raised $65,000,000 by the Board of Equaliza- 
tion, while railroad property valuations had 
not n increased. He supported it with a 
speech, and declared that this information 
had been demanded by the Thirty-seventh 
Assembly and not furnished. 

Mr. Spencer of St. Louis tried to get the 
‘resolution to the Committee on Inter- 
national Improvements, but Dr. Tubbs de- 
manded a roll-call, and Spencer’s resolu- 
tion was lost by a vote of 57 to 5. The 
resolution was then gent to the Governor. 
The roll-call consumed twenty minutes, 
The collarless Griffin’s incompetency has 
become a thing of awful significance. It be- 
gins to look as though the House would get 
no further than the official roll-call each 


day. 

Nirty-one additional bills were introduced 
‘in the House to-day, nearly all of a local 
character, including the r Association 
bill to increase the number of Circuit 
Judges in St. Louis. : 

ihe House adopted the report of its 
special committee on clerical force, desig- 
nating the minor employes and apportion- 
ing the clerks to the committees. 

TOUCHES THE RAILWAYS. 

In thirty minutes ven to the intro- 
duction of bills in the Thirty-eighth Assem- 
bly seventy-four were received by the House 
and twenty-three by the Senate yesterday. 
Most of them deal with stock subjects, some 
bear the impress of intellecutal mechanism, 
and scarcely one could be fairly denomi- 
nated as startlingly original. But one thing 
is certain—there are enough attacks on cor- 
porate interests already represented to in- 
sure the attendance of a powerful lobby con- 
tingent. Perhaps the bill of this character 
that will provoke the keenest interest and 
call out the sharpest * of all that 
went to the desk of the House is that of Dr. 
Tubbs of Osage to require the Board of 
Equalization to raise the valuations on rall- 
road property until they shall be propor- 
tionate to the valuations on mercantile 

roperty. Dr. Tubbs also introduced a bill 

o reduce the rates of fare from 4 cents and 
3 cents to 3% cents and 2% cents, and to 
compel railroad companies to furnish the 
Legislature with a list of all persons sup- 
plied with free or reduced rate transporta- 
tion (except commuters), 

Both these bills are calculated to make Re- 
publican capital and provoke the railroads 
to concessions. Dr. Tubbs put in another 
bill, reducing the fees of the Coal Inspector, 
but this was anticipated, and its advent at- 
tracted little notice. Capt. Bronaugh is here 
and declares that its whole purpose is to 
hurt the Democratic ty. 

TAXING MERCHANTS. 

Mr. Phipps of Kansas City put in a bill

SENATE BILLS. 

The Senate took a very moderate start 
both as to quantity and quality of bills in- 
troduced. Senator Klene introduced a bill 
to compel the Governor to appoint two Re- 
publicans on the Board of Police Commis 
sioners of St. Louis, which, of course may 
cause the Democrats some anxiety if the 
anticipated defection of some of their num- 
ber takes place; but the knowing ones say 
that even if. they are taken unawares by 
unexpected absenteeism they will be able 
to filibuster until they have either reclaimed 
the ‘wanderers or made their disloyalty 
known to all the world. Senator Morrissey 
sent forward a bill to cut Oeder out and 
add January to the quall-killing season; 
and in introducing it he called attention to 
a long petition he holds asking passage. The 
petition is signed by some of the most en- 
thusiastic sportsmen in St. Louis, includ- 
ing ex-Gevernor Francis, George H. Small, 
Tom Couch, Tom Francis, W. G. Boyd and 
a host of others. The main reason given 
for the demand is that quail are too young 
in October to afford any sport—being un- 
able to make a vigorous flight. It is antici- 
pated that the less skillful sportsmen of the 
country will look upon the bill with dis- 
favor. Senator Keene reintroduced the 
measure for the reorganization of the State 
Militia that was neglected throughout the 
session of two years ago, and that has the 
indorsement of Adjt.-Gen. Wickham and 
the principal officers of the National 
Guard of Missouri, and Senator Lyman of- 
fered one providing for board of three med- 
ical examiners for the State insane asylum, 
to be appointed by the Governor and to re- 
ceive a day while in service. The fore- 
going represents the principal measures, 
and it must be said that the Senate gave 
little indication of a disposition to radi- 
calism in any direction.

In an opinion handed down at the morning 

session Judge Dillon. decided that the Gas- 
conade street rendering works would be 
enjoined unless counsel for the Sanitary 
company can show, on the next law day, 
that there is reasonable ground to believe 
that the works can be so amended and the 
manner of operation so corrected that no 
offensive odor will be emitted. Judge Dillon 
finds from the evidence that there was a 
nuisance on some days and not on others 
He does not hold that to enjoin it is neces- 
sary to show ‘that the offensive odor is 
emitted at all hours. The offensive opera- 
tion may take place at certain intervals. 
The true theory is that the Sanitary com- 
pany should abolish the nuisance wholly if 
it can. If it cannot, then the works must 
cease operation.

Lewis Rumsey Talks About His
